REMINISCENCES OF WILLIS. 


BY F.i.lZAUKTir OAKKS B.MITII. 


Some contemptuous remarks made by Har- 


riet Martineau about Urn above-named author 
have awakened in my mind brief reminiscence! 
of him when ilr. Willis gave tone lo thn litera- 
ture of his time. That a common-sense, prac- 
tical woman Ilka Miss Martinoau, totally devoid 
of imagination, and with no little self-conceit, 
should underrate writers whose alms were 
mostly artistic and ffisthelic, is not surprising; 
but that she should havo so carefully provided 
for the preservation of her little drops of venom 
after she had passed from this sphere of exist- 
ence, is to beregretled.andmust be condemned ; 
and her biognrghur in perpetuating them has 
become accessory thereto, under the mibluknn 
notion that the issues of tlie period, in which 
she exaggerates the influence as well as tho 
perils of her heroine, are slill prominent iu Iho 
public mind, whereas Ihey are fast sinking Into 
oblivion, togelhe'- with theaclorstheivin, under 
the pressure of advancing and refining ideas. 


I remember once having saiil to Mr. Willis, 
"It docs not seem to me?, Mr. Willis, that you 
have mado tho highest use of your genius. 
Might you not have achieved more by a more 
patient and earnest exerclsn of it ? You will 
pardon my plainness.'1 


"On the contrary, I thank you ; but iu this 


ycu are mistaken. 1 have been very diligent, 
and have put my talents to the best use they 
art! capable of, and I really do not think 1 have 
failed in 
1 results. 1 have striven to re/ine, lo 


help society to a sense of the boauliful, and 
have ignored the objectionable side of it."

Mr. Willis was one of the first to 
recognize myself under the HO»] de plume of 
" Ernest llelfciisli'ln," as did Edgar A. Poe. 


This hospitable acceptance of new write!?, 


and writers making their way wilh difficulty to 
Ihe front, was a marked characteristic of Mr. 
Willis, and grow out of his exceeding good ami 
gc'iiial temper of mind, and perhaps out of a 
lack of any intensity of character likely to breed 
the passions of envy or jealousy. He was es- 
sentially a society man, as is evident by the 
turn of his writings, apt to be based upon some 
social physiognomy rathes than upon profound 
thought or the deeper emotions of sentiment 
and possion ; but such was the fineness of his 
expression, and tliQ subtle charm of his lan- 
guage, that he filled a by no means contempt- 
ible niche in littnature. 
Many of tho best 


things in some of the new and papular authors 
may be traced home to the style, if not materi- 
al, of Mr. Willis. 
A Sybarite in taste and cul- 


ture, he was compelled by the exigencies of 
fortune to some self-denial and to ratten toil; 
but I believe he never connived in live within 
his income, and hence fell under tbe censuie 
felt by conscientious minds when a person is 
oblivious of tho claims pertaining to expendi- 
ture, llpw much these strictures were justi 
fie.d by his habits I Tlo not know, having never 
been on terms with him other than that of 
general society; but that he was most censured 
in this respect is most certain, as also for some 
matters growing out of his great vanity. 
It 


used to be affirmed of him thai he would better 
bide tho imputation of bad morals than the im- 
putation of being an unattractive man in tbo 
eyes of women. Be this as it may, his lour; 
intimacy with that group of easy-going moral- 
ists thai surrounded Lady Blessington in Lou- 
don was not likely to deepen any very rigorous 
consecration of life. 


Thai he was capable of an abidingfriendship 


was well known to those who best knew him, 
as wilb Mrs. Kirklaud and others who were the 
friends of bis early youth, and later he was al- 
ways surrounded by a group of admiring fol- 
lowers. 
He seldom laughed, which I regarded 


as a part of bis fastidiousness and the rather 
marked absence of tbe sense of humor in his 
composition. 
Kdgar A. Poe I never saw laugh, 


which was owing to his entire aloofness from 
ordinary society interests, and a natural pro- 
clivity to the sombre and mysterious, qualities 
of mind in which Willis did not participate. 
Tbe latter keenly enjoyed a sharp repartee, and 
I must repeat one of mine which produced tbe 
most emphatic laugh I ever saw upon bis face, 
and which Darwin would define as the product 
of " something unexpected, an incongruous 
idea wbicb breaks through the habitual train of 
thought." 


A young wriler, green from the country, was 


commenting open tbe authors of tbe day at on« 
of the receptions of Anna C. Lynch (now Mrs. 
Botta.) Several received an award of blame or 
commendation when be settled down compla- 
cently to criticize tbe person and mind ot Fan- 
nie Kembla Butler 1 Willis wa* standing by, 
and more observant than I bad supposed, lor 
wben the young man. wound up by saying, " I 
never could love such a woman as Fannie Kem- 
ble," and t replied, quite innocently," How bad 
she would feel if she knew It!" He turned 
aside with a really merry laugh, so managed 
tbat my interlocutor no more perceived it than 


Mr. Willis was born lu Portland, Me., Janu- 


ary 20,1807, and It is tho glory of Portland to 
havo given birth to a group of writers not likely 
to be soon forgotten—llonry W. and Samuel 
Longfellow, John Netil, Seba Smith, N. P. Wil- 
lis, nnd otbf rs; beside that her statesmen, inch 
as William Pitt Fessenden, and her judiciary, 
such as Aslrtir Ware, have been the pioneers of 
our maritime code and given eminence to tbe 
State. The Willis family was peculiarly Intel- 
lectual, the father being a man of strorjg reli- 
gious a»d literary tendencies. He founded th.a 
first religious paper in this country, tho Boston 
Recorder, so that tho family grew tip fed upon 
strong orthodox opluious, from which they 
strayed far away, as do many of that Ilk.— 
Kichard Storrs Willis Is well known lor his 
musical abilities. " Fanny Fern," was a sister, 
whoso sparkling paragraphs were lone the de- 
light of the public. 


Mr. Willis was educated at Yale, and per- 


haps his finest poems were written while fresh 
from tho influences of ibat renowned seat of 
orthodoxy, those paraphrases of Scripture inci- 
dents which bring with them Ihe freshness of 
Oriental aromas. 
TLey bave a purity and 


finish not exceeded by his later and more am- 
bitious productions. Tliero ara certainly flue 
passages In his longer poems, and Ihe drama of 
'i Tortesa ;"but tho laller Is deficient In passion, 
and Interests by pleasing situations and senU- 
inonts rather than by any profound human 
emotions. It would require great genius to 
overcome tbe deadening Influence of a fastidi- 
ous culture In a writer, and Mr. Willii certainly 
did not do this. His Imagination was not of a 
high order, and his greatest excellence consisted 
In a delicate mosaic structure of language akin 
to tho subtlety of Charles Lamb. Uls briefest 
notes bad something quaintly elegant abouf 
them, and In his critiques there WES a cingorly 
unwillingness to delect a blemish, whllu tho 
humblest beauty was tenderly considered. He 
accepted a new thoughl as it floated over tho 
surface of society, and was fond of surround- 
ing It wilh a gaslight glamor, but the deeper 
intimations elthor failed to awaken his interest 
or were Ignored by him. He wished to repre- 
sent In all his efforts the element of the beauti- 
ful In lastc, manner, language, and thought; 
he was essentially refined, not artificially so; 
and yet thoro was enough of the lalter about 
him lo make him obnoxious to a red-hot radical 
of ihe day llko Miss Martineau. Certainly if 
one is to l>e n martyr, It is better to bo one to 
the highest and noblest than to so flimsy a 
power as mere fashion. 


Mr. Wrllis always had tho appearance of 


youth. I do not moan by this lhat he was 
jaunty or affected youth; It was simply the 
quality of his mind that rejected time. Wo- 
men and men of his own years rounded in per- 
son, grow gray, and took up wiinkles, while 
little change was observable in him. I saw lit- 
tle of him for several of the last yeai* of his 
life, hut fear many and sad periods grew upon 
him, as friends foil away by death or the stress 
of absorbing pursuits," and tho state of tho 
country called for energy and action. 
He was. 


in a manner, thrown out of place; " his occu- 
pation gone," his pleasant fancies found HttUi 
space for play, and his exquisite style lhat had 
made his penclllings attractive and rendered 
the light material of "Lellers from Under a 
Bridge" charming, became e\agge:aled; he i-ad 
fallen upon liincis ^'hen men's veins ran molten 
flames, and they cared little for the scstheticisrns 
that belong to peaceful society; and so Iho 
spark of life glimmered In its 'socket, aud at 
length went oul, January 20, 1807. 


It is now eleven years since he sank Info 


what looked like total eclipse; but the refining 
In itience of X. P. Willis is not lost. Truo 
there is a largo and noisy class who affect to 
despise the courtesies and amenities of life, but 
the bellor observer will not reject tho minor 
morals which unmistakably point to thn higher. 
It was an original idea in Mr. Willis to estab- 
lish a paper that should bo lire medium of gen- 
tle usages, refined culture, and what is exquis- 
ite in taste and beauty, lie was fond of ideal 
nomenclature, and loved to call n beautiful wo- 
man " Jupouica ;" and refinement was " Uppcr- 
tundom" and " Japonic.idom." He emulated 
to make society what tho great Johnson had 
delineated in the Happy Valley, a place from 
which disease, and siillcring, and violence were 
lo he utterly cliiuinalnd, an idealized Utopia of 
fashion; and these views he carried oul in what 
wns the feature of his life, tho Home Journal, 
which slill is the essence of what he sought, 
and speaks his thought.

Tbe committee has done its 
work wellj,ai>d presents au exhaustive report^ 
chiefly referring to the Columbia dam and fish 
way. 
Concerning drift nets and set nets in the 


Delaware, the repoit says: " Your committee 
Iiad ample facilities afforded them to witness 
the operations of the shad fisheries in the Dela- 
ware river, and found that interest to be in a 
greatly deteriorated condition, arising fn.mvsev- 
eral causes, the most objectionable of which 
seemed to be tbe practice of fishing with drift 
nets in tbe lower portion of that river. These 
nets are'of peculiar construction, and necessarily 
very destructive. They are not attached to any 
particular locality, bub are placed across the 
channel, and are carried along the streams by 
the title, often to a distance of fifteen miles, 
catching all the fish that come within their 
reach; and when fishing on the ebb-tide, turn 
ing and chasing down the river many mote fish 
than are caught, that are on their annual jour- 
ney to their spawning grounds. The, manner 
of fishing with these nets is thus described by 
the fish commissioners of New Jerspy: 


'Their length varies between one hundred 


and eight hundred fathoms, and they will aver- 
age, perhaps, three hundred. An enormous sum 
total is reached 
of three hundred thousand 


yards, over one hundred and seventy miles. 
The largest of these leqnire but one light skiff, 
with two, or at most with three men to maniu/c 
them. Being constructed of fine twine, tbe; 
ate almost imperceptible to the fishes in th 
turbid tide waters. 
When later in the seaso 


the water becomes clear,' greater eSeciitioii i 
done on this account by fishing at nisht, Tli 
mesh, according to tho statement of Mr. Wilk 
ins, was formerly six and one fourth inches, I 
is now reduced to five and one fourth, and eve 
less;- sufficiently large, however, to admit of th 
shad gettTng its head so far through the mes 
that it is fastened by the gills, hence the term 
gill net. 
These seines have both a lead and 


cork line, by which they are held in a verlica 
position as they drift with the current.

It is. evident, that as long as this wholesali 


mode ofcapturine shad Is permitted, the larjes 
of tho legitimate shore fisheries in the Dela 
ware r..nst produce slender and unremunera 
live yield ; and the only remedy for this evil i 
proper inter-legislation on the subject betweei 
New Jersey and this Commonwealth. 


Your committee have found a violent am 


wide-spread prejudice prevailing against the 
present law regulating the. modes of fisblb: 
This feeling seems to be universal among the 
old fishermen, in which they have the sympathy 
of Lh« masses to such an extent that violation 
of tbe law and uu utter disregard of its provi 
sions appear to be the iule and not the excep- 
tion, whilst great difficulty exists in finding an 
one willing to become an informer, or testify 
against them. Tbe opposition to the presen 
law and tbe consequent temptation to disobey 
it, arises from the fact that the sections regula 
ting the modes of fishing arc regarded by many 
as oppressive and unjust, in at least some o 
their prohibitions. 
Tho principal objection 


urged against it, (aud it is one that certainly 
has considerable force,) is the failure to ex- 
empt from its operations and penalties, or to 
provide the methods for taking those varieties

require no protection.
